To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cowbridge  Rural  District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  to 
you  upon  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Rural  District  for  the  yeai'  1960.  Circular  1/61  (Wales), 
which  has  been  received  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health, 
has  intimated  the  general  lines  upon  which  the  report 
is  to  be  drawn  up,  and  as  in  former  years  there  are  sections 
dealing  with  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  health 
services,  infectious  diseases,  housing,  sewerage,  public 
cleansing  and  food  hygiene. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  of  the  estimated 
population  of  the  district  was  18,840  and  there  were  381 
births.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  11  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  was  28.87,  which  compares  with  26.64, 
the  general  rate  for  the  rural  districts  in  the  County.  In 
the  first  four  weeks  of  life  6 infants  died  and  also  of  these 
4 died  within  a week  of  being  bom. 

The  general  death  rate  for  the  year  was  12.83  and  it 
will  be  seen  from  the  table  in  the  body  of  the  report  that 
51  per  cent  survived  to  the  age  of  65. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  which  were  notified 
during  the  year  was  slightly  below  the  average  and  of  this 
number  5 were  measles,  10  scarlet  fever,  3 pneumonia,  2 
dysentery  and  23  Whooping  cough. 

The  standard  of  housing  throughout  the  district  is 
continually  being  improved  and  there  are  now  only  a small 
number  of  Category  5 dwellings  remaining  in  the  district. 

The  reason  for  some  of  these  remaining  is  that  they 
are  occupied  by  elderly  couples  who  prefer  to  remain  in 
their  old  homes  and  do  not  wish  to  be  rehoused. 

It  is  noted  that  many  properties  throughout  the 
district  are  being  maintained  and  decorated  in  a better  state 
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than  they  were.  This  is  probably  in  consequence  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Act. 

Many  of  the  food  shops  throughout  the  area  have 
shown  considerable  improvement  in  their  appearance,  and 
by  the  installation  of  new  equipment  and  the  application  of 
improved  standards  of  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

On  the  southern  boundary  of  the  district  there  are  a 
number  of  caravan  sites  and  it  is  estimaJted  that  at  the  peak 
period  in  the  summer  there  were  153  caravans.  Here  again, 
the  standard  of  caravan  is  each  year  showing  improvement 
and  it  is  noticeable  that  some  of  the  latest  caravans  are 
larger  and  more  elaborate  in  appearance  and  fittings. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960  came  into  force  on  the  29th  August,  1960  whereby  a 
new  licensing  system  for  caravans  was  introduced,  which 
should  meet  with  the  general  approval  of  all  who  are  con- 
cerned w'ith  this  new  method  of  living  or  taking  a holiday, 

A subject  which  attracted  atltention  during  the  year 
was  the  publicity  given  to  beach  pollution.  Generally  speak- 
ing, the  beaches  in  the  Councirs  district  are  not  largely 
affected  by  pollution,  and  as  far  as  is  known,  no  case  of 
infectious  disease  was  attributable  to  sea  bathing. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  Area  lies  between  the  southern 
edge  of  the  South  Wales  Coalfield  and  the  Bristol  Channel. 
The  64  square  miles  are  subdivided  into  28  parishes  of 
varying  sizes  and  density  of  population. 

Farming,  the  majo’"  industry,  is  for  the  most  part  on 
a small  scale,  and  relaJtively  few  of  the  farmhouses  are  so 
isolated  as  to  be  outside  the  scope  of  modem  amenities 
such  as  electricity,  and  piped  water  supply.  Because  of  the 
high  fertility  value  of  the  land,  milk  and  meat  production 
form  the  primary  interest  and  arable  activities  are  mostly 
supplemental. 

The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are 
to  the  north  including  the  small  townships  of  Llanharan, 
Brynna  and  Dlanharry,  and  in  the  south  Llantwit  Major 
and  St.  Athan. 

Labour  in  the  northern  portion  is  absorbed  by  the 
several  factories,  collieries  and  iron  ore  mine.  Workers  in 
the  southern  parishes  are  mainly  engaged  at  the  Air 
Station  of  St.  Athan. 
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The  British  Electricity  Authority’s  new  power  station 
at  The  Leys  is  in  course  of  construction. 

Public  mains  water  is  available  at  satisfactory  pres- 
sure in  each  of  the  twent>  -eight  parishes.  The  ridge  lands 
in  the  northern  extremity  of  the  district,  however,  rise 
above  the  upper  limit  for  the  Water  Board’s  service  and 
here  a relatively  small  number  of  farmhouses  rely  on 
private  supplies. 

The  villages  and  townships  of  Llanharan,  Brynna, 
Thomastown,  Ynysmardy,  Llanharry,  Tylagarw,  Llan- 
blethian  and  Aberthin  are  sewered  to  municipal  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  those  of  Llantw'it  Major,  Boverton  and 
St.  Athan  have  sea  outfalls. 

Since  1949  the  Council  has  undertaken  the  collection 
of  refuse  by  a direct  labour  scheme  using  three  modern 
collection  vehicles  to  give  a once  weekly  service  in  the 
centre  and  south,  and  a twice  weekly  clearance  in  the 
northern  parishes  where  coalmining  forms  the  main 
employment. 

Cesspool  emptying  by  mechanical  means  is  operated 
by  the  Council  throughout  'the  area.  A scheme  for  the 
provision  of  approved  pattern  refuse  bins  covers  the  whole 
area. 


Electricity  is  available  in  every  part  of  the  district 
and  much  progress  is  being  made  to  connect  up  the  out- 
lying farms  and  more  isolated  households.

Orthopaedic  cases  may  receive  treatment  at  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  In- 
patients are  treated  at  Crossways  Hospital, 
Cowbridge  (within  this  Area),  and  at  Rhydlafar 
Hospital. 

(c)  Infectious  Cases 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Cefn  Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend,  but  under 
the  regionalisatior  of  Hospitals,  patients  are 
occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious  Disease  Hos- 
pitals in  other  localities. 

There  is  a small  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  for 
service  personnel  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station, 
St.  Athan. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from 
the  Ambulance  Control  Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig, 
the  telephone  number  of  which  is  Aberkenfig  303. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control 
Station,  one  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub- 
Station,  Town  HaU,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the 
Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 


Mortuary 

I should  like  again  to  stress  the  need  for  a public 
mortuary  in  'the  southern  portion  of  the  area.  At  the 
present  time  bodies  have  to  be  removed  to  the  mortuaries 
attached  to  hospitals  including  that  at  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Station,  St.  Athan.  If  the  Hospital  at  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Station  closes  down,  as  has  been  forecast,  we  will  be  left 
in  the  difficult  position  of  having  no  facilities  at  all  in  this 
area. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 


During  the  year  99  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  by  medical  practitioners  in  the  area.  Of  these,  62 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment, 
44  being  cases  of  food  poisoning  at  the  R.A.F.  Station.  At 
the  St.  Athan  R.A.F.  Station  all  cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  isolated  as  a precautionary  measure  to  safeguard  the 
remaining  personnel. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Ten  cases  were  notified  of  whom  8 
were  service  personnel  isolated  for  the  above  reason. 

Measles.  Only  5 cases  were  notified  as  compared 
with  219  in  1959.  The  occurrence  of  this  disease  seems  to 
fludtuate  a good  deal  from  year  to  year. 

Diphtheria.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were 
no  cases  again  in  1960. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  has  supplied  figures 
that  are  available  to  him  for  immunisation  of  children : —

Smallpox.  It  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  exact  num- 
ber of  children  who  have  been  vaccinated,  but  from  cards 
submitted  by  medical  practitioners  the  number  appears  to 
be  52. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against 
smallpox  are  dealt  with  on  request. 

Whooping  Cough.  23  notifications  were  received 
during  the  year  and  two  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  were  reported  during 
the  year.  317  injections  of  poHomyeiitis  vaccine  were  given 
by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer’s  Department. 

Pneumonia.  Three  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  two 
were  admitted  to  hospital. 
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Food  Poisoning.  There  were  two  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  amongst  personnel  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station 
during  the  year.  The  first  occurred  during  June,  when  12 
persons  were  affected  by  food  which  was  prepacked  in  the 
Cirencester  area.  In  this  instance  several  cases  were 
reported  from  bther  Air  Stations  which  were  also  served 
from  the  same  food  source 

The  second  outbreak  occurred  in  August  1960  when 
32  cases  were  notified.  This  time  the  evidence  was  incon- 
clusive, but  staphylococcus  infection  from  either  sausages 
or  milk  was  suspected. 

The  illnesses  were  not  severe  and  patients  were 
mostly  in  hospital  overnight  for  treatment.  Most  of  the 
investigation  work  within  the  camp  compound  was  carried 
out  by  the  Royal  Air  Force  Medical  personnel,  but  full 
co-operation  was  given  by  the  Health  Department  for  all 
possible  sources  outside  the  sitation. 

Sonne  Dysentery.  The  one  case  was  a serving  air- 
man w'ho  was  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 


Flexner  Dysentery.  The  case  mentioned  in  the  table 
of  the  report  was  on  holiday  in  this  area,  and  had  moved 
around  a good  deal  prior  to  the  attack.  No  specimens  of 
the  foods  were  available  and  although  the  degree  of 
severity  was  marked,  no  further  cases  were  reported.

Tuberculosis 


During  the  year  the  names  of  13  persons  were  added 
to  the  Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these  6 originated 
in  the  Council’s  district.  There  were  7 inward  transfers 
from  other  areas. 


We  were  informed  that  20  names  could  be  removed 
from  the  Register,  14  because  they  had  recovered  and  5 
because  they  had  moved  oult  of  the  area.  One  death  of  a 
case  was  due  to  “other  causes.” 


The  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind 
and  from  time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health 
Committee  When  any  case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of 
special  consideration,  particularly  as  regards  housing 
conditions. 


A table  is  given  showing  a summary  of  the  housing 
fitness  which  these  notified  cases  occupy. 


It  appears  that  9 patients  received  treatment  in 
sanatoria  during  the  year.  It  has  been  the  practice  for 
some  years  now,  to  attend  to  the  disinfection  of  bedding 
and  clothing  of  persons  who  are  removed  to  hospitals  or 
wherever  it  is  considered  desirable.  Arrangements  for  this 
to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health 
Department  and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority  in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuber- 
culosis and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER 


The  supply  of  mains  water  under  pressure  is  a constant 
one  undertaken  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  All 
mains  in  the  area  are  ’nterconnected  to  give  a balanced 
supply  and  in  this  way  all  water  sources  are  mixed  to  some 
degree.  The  major  part  of  the  supply  comes  from 
protected  springs  in  this  and  adjoining  districts,  giving  hard 
water.  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Observations. 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

Unsatisfactory  samples  of  mains  supplies  were  taken 
at  two  points  in  the  area  during  the  year,  but  in  each  case 
the  standard  was  just  below  that  required.  Each  time,  the 
Water  Board’s  Engineer  was  informed,  and  special  flushing 
of  the  mains  carried  out.  The  ensuing  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

(b)  Private  Supplies. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Seymour  Avenue 
supply  was  satisfactory  each  time  it  was  checked  during 
the  year.  It  may  be  possible  to  attribute  this  to  the  fact 
that  the  middle  months  of  1960  were  wetter  than  average, 
and  consequently,  the  ■'volume  of  available  water  at  the 
source  was  increased. 

The  usual  contaminating  factors  for  this  source  are 
non-faecal  in  character,  probably  due  to  the  large  amounts 
of  decaying  vegetable  matter,  ferns,  briars,  scrub  etc.,  that 
cover  the  gathering  grounds  and  spring  area. 

A special  sample  was  taken  from  the  rainwater  sitorage 
tanks  at  Crack  Hill  House,  Colwinstone  after  a complaint 
from  the  occupier.  The  owner  was  advised  in  this  matter 
and  the  tanks  were  thoroughly  cleansed. 

(c)  Public  Wells  and  Spruigs. 

The  Llysworney  Well,  Stallingdown  Spring  and 
Llanquian  Road  Pump  and  the  two  Wells  at  Penllyne  all 
gave  intermittent  unsatisfactory  samples  during  the  year. 
Metal  notice  boards  are  fixed  in  prominent  positions  at  these 
supplies  to  warn  passers-by  of  possible  danger  from  con- 
suming the  water  in  a r aw  state.  Householders  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  each  source  have  also  been  warned  in 
person. 
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The  Llysworney  Well  and  Stallingdown  Spring  are 
merely  piped  spouts  that  act  as  outlets  from  the  springs  at 
the  points  where  they  become  small  streams.  The  nature  of 
these  outlets  does  not  permit  “ filling  in  or  closure  ” in 
the  accepted  sense.  The  two  wells  at  Penllyne  are  structures 
of  architectural  interest.  These  are  cleaned  out  and  main- 
tained by  the  Parish  Council  as  and  when  required,  and  the 
water  is  not  used  for  domestic  purposes  by  local  house- 
holders. All  the  premises  in  the  region  of  these  supplies  are 
supplied  with  mains  watei’  under  pressure.

Sewage  Coiitaiiiiiiation  of  Bathing  Beaches. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Research  Council  produced 
a memorandum  on  “Sewage  Contamination  of  Bathing 
Beaches  in  England  and  Wales.” 

In  brief,  the  report  stated  that  while  grossly  polluted 
beaches  should  be  cleaned  up  and  proper  disposal  arrange- 
ments constructed,  there  was  insufficient  evidence  to 
suggest  that  sewage  contamination  of  sea  water  was  res- 
ponsible for  the  outbreak  of  diseases. 

Where  sewage  was  discharged  into  sea  water,  with 
due  regard  to  position  and  tides,  little  objection  on  public 
health  grounds  could  be  raised. 

No  evidence  of  sewage  contamination  of  the  beaches 
within  this  area  has  been  noted  at  any  time. 

Complaints  have,  however,  been  received  that  cows 
gain  access  on  to  the  foreshore  at  Llantwit  Major  Beach 
during  very  hot  weather,  causing  contamination  of  the  sand 
and  rocks.  The  farmer  was  approached  and  he  carried  out 
certain  fencing  works  during  the  year.  This  matter  will 
require  to  be  kept  under  observation. 
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The^e  figures  exclucje  Council  hutments. 
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HOUSING 

Coal  Mining  (Subsidence)  Act,  1950. 

The  National  Coal  Board  employ  a staff  of  tradesmen 
who  are  constantly  engaged  upon  renewing  ceilings, 
adjusting  doors,  windows,  etc.,  of  the  houses  in  the 
Llanharan  area  which  are  affected  by  mining  subsidence.

Rent  Act,  1957. 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  the  year.  In  one  case  a Certificate  was 
issued  and  in  the  other  the  owner  gave  the  Statutory 
Undertaking  to  carry  out  the  works. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  houses  still  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  slum 
clearance  programme  at  December  1960  were  23.  The 
original  number  for  clearance  contained  in  the  Report  was 
137,  including  58  hutments.  Since  this  date,  however, 
further  houses  have  been  classified  and  scheduled  for 
demolition  or  closure. 

The  occupier  of  The  Oaks  Bungalow,  Llanharry,  was 
the  only  slum  clearance  rehousing  which  took  place  during 
the  year. 

The  owner  of  this  bungalow  made  application  to  the 
Council  for  compensation  under  Section  30  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  District  Valuer 
who  fixed  the  sum  of  £67  as  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner/occupier. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  are  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Collections  are  made  throughout  the  area  with  the 
exception  of  a few  isolated  farmhouses. 

Weekly  kerb  collection  is  made  throughout  the  south 
of  the  area  with  a twice  weekly  collection  of  business 
premises  at  Llantwit  Major.  Twice  weekly  collections  take 
place  in  the  coal  mining  areas  of  the  north. 

The  Council  also  undertakes  collections  from  the  Royal 
Air  Force  Station,  St.  Athan.  Daily  collections  are  made 
from  the  hospital  and  cookhouses  and  from  the  section  at 
various  intervals.  The  Council  also  carries  out  collections 
of  trade  refuse  from  the  camp  for  which  the  Royal  Air 
Force  pay  £450  per  annum 

In  addition,  the  Rural  District  Council  collects  from  the 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council  who  pay  the  cost  of  this 
service. 

The  new  refuse  vehicle  purchased  in  1959  was  fitted 
with  a power  press  during  the  year.  This  increased  the 
carrying  capacity  of  the  vehicle  considerably,  particularly 
when  used  with  bulky  refuse. 

Refuse  Bins. 

The  Rural  District  Council  was  the  first  authority  in 
South  Wales  to  operate  a bin  provision  scheme  and  since 
the  scheme  commenced  in  1950  some  2,503  bins  have  been 
issued  by  the  Council.  There  is  a regular  demand  for  bins 
both  for  sale  and  hire. 

Council  tenants  are  provided  with  refuse  bins  and  the 
cost  included  in  the  weekly  rental.  Private  persons  can  rent 
bins  at  5s.  Od.  per  annum  or  purchase  from  the  Council  at 
a cost  slightly  above  wholesale  price.

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  disposal  is  centred  on  two  sites: — 

(a)  Northern  Area. — The  Council  own  ISs-  acres  at 
Llanharan  Which  deals  with  the  refuse  from  the  northern 
area. 


(b)  Southern  Area. — The  Council  rent  8.2  acres  of  low 
lying  land  near  Gigman  Mill  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  in 
the  southern  patt  of  the  area.  The  site  deals  with  refuse 
from  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  St.  Athan.  The  refuse 
here  is  principally  paper  and  cardboard  and  great  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  exceptionally  hot  weather  to  avoid  fires.

Cesspool  Emptying, 

The  purchase  of  the  new  fore  and  aft  refuse  collector 
enabled  the  interchangeable  unit  to  be  used  almost  ex- 
clusively on  cesspool  emptying.  This  means  that  under 
normal  conditions  the  cesspool  emptying  equipment  consists 
of: — 

(a)  1,100  gallon  vacuum  emptier. 

(b)  850  gallon  cesspool  emptier. 

Considerable  use  has  been  made  of  the  machines  by  the 
contractors  employed  at  the  Central  Electricity  Generating 
Station  at  The  Leys  where  temporary  cesspools  in  some 
cases  required  emptying  three  days  each  week. 

The  emptier  was  also  occasionally  hired  by  the  Llan- 
trisant  and  Llantwit  Far d re  Rural  District  Council  w'ho  pay 
the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  work  involved. 

These  machines  are  also  used  to  desludge  the  sewage 
disposal  plants  at  Llanharan,  Ynysmardy,  Ystradowen, 
Treoes  and  Marcross  and  also  occasionally  for  sewer 
flushing. 

The  table  below  indicates  the  considerable  increase  in

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Litter  Bins. 

Litter  bins  are  provided  in  the  more  populated  parts  of 
the  area  and  also  during  the  summer  months  the  Council 
provide  bins  at  points  on  the  Llantwit  Major  beach. 

Considerable  damage  has  been  caused  to  these  bins 
since  they  were  introduced  some  years  ago.

All  the  conveniences  are  maintained  by  part-time 
caretakers  with  the  exception  of  the  Llantwit  Major  Beach 
Where  a female  caretaker  is  employed  at  weekends  and  on 
two  half  days  each  week  between  Easter  and  Whitsun,  and 
full  time  for  the  remainder  of  the  summer  period. 

The  caretakers  ai.-l  conveniences  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Considerabie  damage  is  carried  out  each  year  to  the 
public  conveniences,  particularly  to  the  coin  locks,  and 
several  cases  were  reported  to  the  police. 

The  District  Council  decided  to  provide  new  public 
conveniences  at  Dolau,  Llanharan  and  at  Llanharry,  and 
work  on  these  will  probably  proceed  in  1961. 

Camping  Sites.

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960,  came  into  force  during  the  year.  In  brief,  this  Act 
was  introduced  to  control  the  location  of  new  caravan  sites 
and  to  improve  conditions  of  existing  sites. 

The  operators  of  all  caravan  sites  in  the  area  were 
required  to  make  new  applications. 
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The  Ministry  also  produced  model  standards  for 
caravan  sites.  The  District  Council  considered  the  matter 
and  introduced  standards  for  summer  and  winter  camping, 
based  largely  on  the  model  standards. 

Appeals  against  the  conditions  of  the  licence  have 
to  be  made  to  a Magistrates’  Court. 

Where  it  is  found  necessary  to  close  or  run  down 
existing  sites,  provisions  are  made  for  these  to  be  carried 
out  gradually  so  as  to  avoid  hardship.  If  suitable  accom- 
modation is  not  available,  running  down  can  take  place  by 
“natural  wastage’’  by  seeing  that  people  leaving  the  sites 
on  their  own  accord  are  not  replaced. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Act  will  be  of  assistance  to 
the  Council  in  caravan  site  control. 

Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  undertake  the 
cleansing  of  streets  in  the  area  using  a mechanical  road 
sweeper  and  manual  labour  for  the  purpose.. 

Private  streets  on  the  Council’s  housing  estates,  not 
yet  taken  over  by  the  County  Council,  are  cleansed  by  the 
District  Council. 

A part-time  labourer  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  sweeping  of  streets  in  Llantwit  Major  on  Sundays. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

New  Schemes. 

St.  Athan  and  GUeston  No.  3 Scheme  (Sea  Outfall  and  the 
Sewerag  of  Gileston  Village). 

Work  on  this  scheme  commenced  during  1959  and 
was  completed  in  1960.  The  scheme  dealt  with  the  sewer- 
ing of  the  village  of  Gileston  and  provided  a permanent 
sea  outfall  for  the  existing  drainage  of  St.  Athan,  including 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station.  The 
scheme  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  very  insanitary  dis- 
posal arrangements  in  the  mouth  of  the  River  Thaw  which 
had  been  in  existence  since  1938.  The  delay  in  completing 
the  scheme  was  partly  due  to  the  restriction  on  capital 
works  dur'ing  the  war  and  the  following  years. 

The  drainage  from  the  new  Central  Electricity 
Generating  Station  at  The  Leys  will  also  be  connected  to 
the  new  scheme. 
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In  the  village  of  Gileston,  19  houses  with  satisfac- 
tory drainage  were  connected  to  the  new  scheme  arfd  three 
closet  conversion  schemes  were  carried  out.  Half  the  cost 
of  this  latter  work  will  be  Charged  to  the  owners  con- 
cerned under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


(c)  Future  Sewerge  Disposal  Schemes. 

A report  on  the  need  for  sewerage  schemes  in  the 
larger  parishes  has  appeared  in  several  annual  reports  of 
recent  years.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  their  circular 
on  the  preparation  of  annual  reports  ask  for  information  in 
areas  where  new  schemes  for  sewage  disposal  are  urgently 
needed. 

The  information  supplied  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  the  considerable  increase  in  cesspool  emptying 
over  the  years  emphasises  the  need  for  sewage  disposal 
schemes  in  the  larger  villages,  and  I must  again  state  that 
schemes  are  urgently  needed  at  Llandow  where  28  Council 
houses  have  cesspool  drainage.  The  drainage  of  the 
village  of  Llanmaes  is  particularly  insanitary  and  Treoes 
Village  also  needs  attention. 

Government  and  County  Council  grants  are  avail- 
able for  approved  schemes.  The  cost  of  cesspool  emptying 
is  a direct  charge  on  the  District  Council. 

In  the  village  of  St.  Athan,  which  has  a public 
sewer,  there  are  several  houses  with  cesspool  drainage 
adjoining  the  sewer.  The  Council  have  decided  that  these 
be  connected  and  the  Surveyor  is  preparing  a scheme  for 
this  purpose.  The  Council  should,  wherever  possible,  use 
their  powers  and  connect  the  drainage  of  houses  which  are 
adjacent  to  public  sewers.

Closet  Conversions,  1960. 

The  Council  make  a grant  of  £12  Os.  Od.  in  respect  of 
each  earth  closet  converted  to  a water  closet  and  connected 
to  ithe  sewer  or  cesspit.

The  Standard  Grant  under  the  Housing  Act  has  largely 
replaced  this  scheme  as  it  is  more  attractive. 
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Cinemas. 

Only  one  cinema  now  operates  in  the  Rural  Area. 
This  is  a modern  building  constructed  in  1939.  During 
the  year  part  of  the  auditorium  was  converted  to  provide 
a dance  floor,  and  the  cinema  is  used  for  this  purpose  on 
one  or  two  evenings  during  the  week. 

The  premises  comply  with  the  Cinematograph  Act 
and  Regulations,  and  the  sanitation  is  up  to  quite  a high 
standard. 

The  cinema  at  Llanharan  is  now  closed. 

Glean  Air  Act,  1956,  etc. 

A portion  of  the  Central  Electricity  Authority’s 
Generating  Station  at  The  Leys  came  into  operation  during 
the  year.  No  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  dis- 
charge of  fumes  at  the  By-Product  Plant  at  Coedely. 
Production  from  this  factory  is  now  under  the  control  of 
the  Government’s  Alkali  Insector. 

The  two  coillieries  in  the  area  now  provide  their 
power  by  electricity. 

The  Bronze  Smelters  at  Pontyclun  which  in  the  past 
have  given  rise  to  complaint,  operated  during  the  year 
without  nuisance. 

Explosive  Acts,  1875  and  1923. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector,  Who  is  the  authorised 
officer  under  these  Acts,  states  that  there  were  seven 
explosives  store  licences  and  six  registered  premises  during 
1960.  These  premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  the 
requirements  of  the  Acts  are  observed. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

The  factories  in  the  area  were  visited  regularly  to 
check  for  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factories 
Acts. 

In  addition  to  the  administrative  work  covered  by 
the  Act,  the  conditions  of  storage  of  petroleum,  petroleum 
mixtures  and  explosives  are  inspected  at  the  same  time. 

The  duties  of  inspection  of  factories  for  adequate 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  under  Section  34,  were 
transfrrred  to  the  Glamorgan  Fire  Service  during  the  year. 
We  were  happy  to  co-operate  by  handing  over  files  of  plans, 
original  and  revised  certificates,  etc.,  for  all  the  factories 
in  the  area  employing  20  persons  or  more.

Petroleum. 

There  are  forty  licensed  premises  in  the  area,  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum.  These  premises  are  inspected 
regularly.  No  prosecutions  were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  last  few  years,  numerous  petrol  filling 
stations  have  been  provided  throughout  the  area,  and  many 
of  the  established  filling  stations  have  been  enlarged  by 
the  provision  of  additions, l tanks.  These  installations  are 
inspected,  tested  and  approved  by  the  Oouncil’s  Public 
Health  Officers. 
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Domestic  Pests. 

(a)  Fleas. 

As  a precautionary  measure  the  usual  springtime 
treatment  was  given  to  the  small  holiday  hostel  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  area. 

(b)  Bed  Bugs. 

Seven  of  the  Council’s  houses  were  sprayed  with 
insecticide  or  fumigated  with  D.D.T.  smoke  during  the  year 
for  the  destruction  of  bed  bugs.  Two  of  these  were  in 
Pantgwyn  Estate,  but  no  recurrence  of  the  former  years’ 
infestations  were  brought  to  light.  Several  repeat  treat- 
ments were  given  to  a house  in  the  Llanharan  area  where 
three  had  been  a recent  exchange  of  tenancy. 

(c)  Ants. 

Seven  premises  were  specially  treated  during  the 
year.  One  of  these  had  a particuarly  heavy  infestation  of 
flying  ants. 

(d)  Cockroaches. 

The  rodent  operative  is  instructed  to  make  addi- 
tional enquiries  w'ith  householders  regarding  this  type  of 
insect  pest  and  supplies  of  insecticide  powder  are  given 
to  the  householder  where  necessary. 


(e)  F14i^  and  Mosquitoes. 

The  complaint  of  heavy  fly  infestations  were  not 
confined  to  the  summer  period  as  might  be  expected.  In 
fact,  the  first  complaint  was  received  in  February  and  the 
last  treatment  was  attended  to  at  the  end  of  October. 
Seven  major  infestations  were  dealt  with  in  houses  of 
various  sizes  throughout  the  area,  and  all  of  these  were 
located  near  Shrubberies  or  woodland,  where  it  is  assumed 
the  insects  breed  before  migrating  to  rest  on  sunny  walls 
and  then  finding  access  to  the  living  quarters  and  roof 
spaces. 

(f)  Bees. 

A large  swarm  of  bees  in  a lean-to  roof  space  of  a 
smallholding  for  a period  of  eight  years,  became  a nuisance 
during  April,  by  finding  a new  access  via  the  skirtings  of 
the  adjoining  bedrooms.  These  were  dealt  with  success- 
fully by  the  use  of  insecticide  powder.  This  was  the  only 
alternative  to  stripping  otf  the  roof  slating. 
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other  Pests. 


Many  types  of  domestic  pest  problems  such  as 
woodlice  and  clothes  moths,  are  brought  to  the  Department 
in  a year,  and  in  each  case  the  advice  and  resources  of  the 
Department  are  readily  available  to  householders. 


Rodent  Control. 

Details  of  the  rodent  control  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  are  shown  on  the  summary  below.  Due  to  staff 
difficlties  the  rodent  operations  were  slightly  reduced  at 
various  times  of  the  year,  but  essential  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

Warfarin  is  now  exclusively  used  for  surface  treat- 
ments and  some  use  is  made  of  tracking  dusts  in  certain 
instances. 

The  sewers  are  treated  in  rotation  by  the  alterna- 
tive use  of  zinc  phosphide,  arsenic,  and  more  recently, 
“Swarin  P.” 

The  Council  entered  into  contracts  to  treat  three 
farms.  Treatments  at  business  premises  are  charged  on  an 
hourly  basis,  plus  materials  used.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

An  increasing  number  of  existing  food  shops  are 
being  altered  and  brought  up  to  modern  standards.  The 
introduction  of  new  plastic  materials  and  the  wider  use 
of  refrigerated  storage  for  perishable  goods  has  done  much 
to  benefit  the  food  trade. 

All  the  butchers’  Shops  in  the  area  are  provided  with 
large  refrigerators  and  many  of  the  grocers’  and  fish 
merchants’  Shops  are  provided  with  refrigerators  and/or 
refrigerated  food  counters. 

Over  tlie  years,  there  appears  to  have  been  a gradual 
increase  in  the  sale  of  sausages  and  other  perishable  goods 
by  grocers,  and  in  some  cases  butchers  have  commenced 
selling  food  stuffs  which  are  normally  Sold  by  grocers. 
The  considerable  demand  for  frozen  vegetables  has  resulted 
in  a decrease  in  the  sales  of  fresh  vegetables  at  green- 
grocers. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  food  premises  within  the 
area  and  attention  drawn  to  any  unsatisfactory  conditions 
found. 


During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  produced  a 
booklet  on  “The  Hygienic  Transport  and  Handling  of 
Fish’’  and  “Fish  Hygiene  in  the  Retail  Trade.”  Copies  of 
these  booklets  were  sent  to  each  fish  trader  in  the  district. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  submitted  a report  on 
“The  Broiler  Industry.”  This  industry  has  increased  from 
an  estimated  sale  of  5 million  in  1954  to  possibly  100 
million  in  1960.  Premises  used  for  the  slaughter  of  table 
birds  do  not  require  to  be  registered  with  the  District 
Council  but  they  must  comply  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulatins.  Whereas  butchers  are  not  allowed  to  siau^ter 
without  due  notice  to  the  local  authority’s  officers,  broilers 
can  be  slaughtered  in  very  large  numbers  without  such 
notification. 

One  premises  was  found  to  be  used  for  this  purpose 
and  following  an  inspection,  the  occupier  was  required  to 
carry  out  certain  improvements  which  were  completed 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

'The  broiler  industry  will  undoubtedly  command 
more  attention  in  the  coming  years  and  the  Ministry 
indicates  that  they  were  producing  a “Code  of  Practice” 
for  this  industry.

Milk  Samples. 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  Area  is  a specified  area  in 
which  only  Pasteurised,  o rTuberculin  Tested  milk  can  be 
sold.  The  milk  retailed  in  the  area  is  of  high  bacterial 
quality  and  an  unsatisfactory  result  of  a sample  is  seldom 
obtained. 

No  samples  of  milk  for  tubercule  bacilli,  previously 
taken  on  behalf  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  are 
now  taken.  Samples  under  this  head  are  only  taken  where 
raw  milk  has  been  consumed  by  a person  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1960  came  into  force.  The  effect  of  these 
Regulations  is  that  in  future,  licences  for  the  sale  of 
designated  milks  will  be  issued  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  still  responsible  for 
the  registration  of  Dairies  and  Distributors  (other  than 
producers). 


Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regula'tions. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  by  heat 
treatment  in  this  area.  Three  manufacture  ice  cream  by  the 
complete  cold  mix  methoa  The  remainder  purchase  ice 
cream  from  the  larger  manufacturers. 

One  of  the  37  samples  taken  during  the  year  was 
unsatisfactory.  This  was  from  a manufacturer  of  complete 
cold  mix  ice  cream  and  following  investigations  and 
recommendations  further  samples  were  satisfactory.

The  only  private  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  by  the 
District  Oouncil  at  Llanharan  and  a 100  per  cent,  inspection 
was  carried  out  during  the  year.

The  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959 
The  Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction,  1959. 

These  Orders  required  the  Council  to  submit  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Food  a repoht  on  the  existing 
and  probable  future  slaughtering  requirements  for  the 
area.  During  the  year  the  Rural  District  Council  in  con- 
junction with  the  Cowbridge  Borough  Council  held  two 
meetings  to  Which  all  those  interested  in  the  meat  trade 
in  the  district  were  invited. 

At  the  first  meeting  one  butcher  only,  representing 
the  rural  district,  was  present  together  wi"^  representa- 
tives of  the  National  Farmers’  Union,  Livestock  Auc- 
tioneers and  wholesale  butchers. 

From  a survey  made,  of  the  thirteen  butchrs  in  the 
combined  areas,  only  four  would  support  the  provision  of 
a public  slaughterhouse  at  Cowbridge.  The  Council  repre- 
sentatives felt  that  there  was  insufficient  support  to 
warrant  the  authorities  concerned  proceeding  with  a 
public  slaughtrhouse  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  butchers  were  satisfid  With  the  existing 
facilities,  it  was  recommended  that  a report  to  this  effect 
be  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

The  statutory  report  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  on 
the  12th  September,  1960.  The  Ministry’s  decision  thereon 
had  not  been  received  at  the  end  of  the  year.
